Krom thiseminent Inftance I could de 
fcend to Hiftorv, and give you Inftances in 
the Praétice ot Polivicians, and particularly 
Cardinal Richlicuk was the mott famous for 
employing Engines among the People to 
amufe them, aga prepare them for tne Ru- 
ane of their Q@untry, whieh he laid the 
Foundation of $ ‘it would be too long to em 
ter into the Particulars, but they are to be 
feen at large in the Hiftory of his Life 5 
the Memoirs ot Rochefort, and other An- 
tnors of thole Times. 

To come to our own Times 3 we have 
had a Variety of this fort of People in Est 
gland, from the Spies and Informers of the 
Star-Chamber Tyranny, in King Cbarles 
the Firft’s Time, to the Bootea Apofties in 
King Fames’s sthe firft Attempt that I think 
was made by the Pen and Ink, was by syo:

and the next by the Ob/ervator, in ae: 
Charles the Second’s Time, written by L’E- 
Arrange. 

ow let us trace thefe People down to 
their Beginning, and thro’ all their Pra- 
&ices, and you will find chey were ever on 
the Devils Side 3 the very Nature of the 
thing fignifies it 3 RichJéeu’s Emiflaries were 
employ’d to introduce Fyranny, to raile 
in che People exalted Notions of their 
King, ana Quallify them co be rid upon 
by his Arbitrary Fyrannical Meafures 5 to 
abufe aud mifreprefent the A’gonots on 
one Hand, that thetr Reduétion might be 
approv’d: by the Prope ; and to prepare 
them and wheedle them on the other hand, 
to fubmitto the Mifchiefs orepar’é for them. 

Sibthorp and Manwaring were Tools of 
born Civil aod Eccletiaftick lyranny, and 
the Condemning their Books. has left Mo- 
Buments of their Management to Pofterty. 

And what were the {pecial Works cf the 
Obfervators in King Charles's Time, but to 


cry down our Liberties, applaud Tyranay 
Debauch the Minds of the People, witt 
fatal, falfe, and abhorr’d Comments upon 
the Principles of Goverrment and Obe- 
dience, to prepare the Nation for the Ru- 
ine of cheir Liberties, and the Overthrow 
of the Conftitution, which it was apparent 
was defign’! to follow- 

In King F2mes his Reign, his Popifh Spics- 
on one baad, and his Booted-Apoftles on 
the other ; what was their employ, but to 
mif-reprefent. palliate, and foften his fecret 
Defigns, by preparing the ignorant People, 
to give a Tacit Affent tothe difpenGng with 
our wing | the worlt forts-of Lyranny ? 

And now, Gentlemen, let us make fome 
Enquiries ; I have given you fome Inftances 
of Teols emplay’d, to carry oo Tyranny 
and State Policy,to carry on wicked Detigns, 
fpread Falfhoods, and delude the People— 
Pray, Tet any Man give mean Account of 
Emiffaries and Tools hired and employ’d: 
tc open their Eyes to fet them to right, to 
reftore them to their Wits, and .ceconcile 
them :p their own Intereft ; where have 
been King Wiliam’s Under-Spurleathers, or 
Queen Ann’s Booted-Apofties ? Princes that 
purfue Juft Govrrnment, and Rule hy 
Laws, {orm co deftend to fuch hafe Me.

free from the Artifice of fuch meafures ; 
Minifters of Scate, who purfue the true In- 
tereft and Defign of fuch Princes, never flie 
to fuch fhifts. 

Tt would refleét upon. your Houefty and 
Und rftanding too. whoare rhe People Go- 
vern’d, to fay the Governonrenc fhould be 
at Charges to bring youto your Seafes, and 
to open your Eyes to your own Intereft— 
While the end is your Liberty, your Nati- 
onal Proiperity, and defending youagain& 
Deluders, you cugbt to embrace the Relief 
of {uch Inftrution, if it be offer’d, let we 
will be the Meffengets, 

Let a Mock-Whig rail, and beftow his 
Filth about Perions employ’d among you 
by the prefent Gavernment ; tet bim tel 
you what they are emplov’d to do 
What does the Governmenc or Miniftry 
now feek of you ? Do they proteét any 
Traytors, encourage any Frauds, or defend 
Mifmanagements ?

much, thet abouc Auguff and September, 
17064 the price of Torifhire Cloths, Ker 
fies, Gc. in that Part, advanced above 16 
per Cens, all the Markets could not ivpyy 
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the Commiffions for buying, nor all the 
Trade or Taxes on that fide England, fup- 
ply the Remittances of Money Co pay fur the 
Gocds, but that 20). per Hundred Pound 
was given tor Money on Exchange, be- 
tween Leeds and London. 

Nor has the Export tothofe Parts fince 
been flack, but has carried off, and conti- 
nues to carry off great Quaotities uf our 
Manufaéture Yearly, tothe effectual cun- 
vincing, all fuch People, as Demonfirati- 
ons can convince, that Prohibitions and 
Reftraints upon Trade, have a very great 
lafluence om the Trade in general , and 
ought therefore to be laid on, or taken off 
with the utmoft Judgment and Caution, and 
that isall the ufe 1 fhall make ot this Head. 

But this neceflarily leads me to obferve, 
thit we have, generally fpeaking, ia this 
Nation, done our Trade more harm by 
Prohibitions and Negatives, than any Na- 
tion inthe World, and of this 1 fhall fpeak 
more atlarge, when I come to enquire into 
the Ballance of Trade between England and 
France, and the Reafons for and againft 
opening that Trade again. 

I come next to contider our Edt- India 
Trade ; I mean, as it concers our Manufa- 
ures, and I bring it in here, left any 
fhould be fo rafh, as to chink I meas, that 
al) Prohibitions, and that amongthe reft, 
are Injurious to our Trade. 

‘I know the Prohibition of Ea/t /ndia Silks 
has its Oppofers,and if J am miftaken when! 
fay there are Deligns laid, and that not a 
few, tooverthrow and repeal that cA@,even 
this Sefion of Parliament ; 1 fhall be very 
glad to be convinced of chat miftake, as I 
take ic tobe an effential thing, to the fup- 
port of our Manufadtures, and Employment 
of our Poor, efpecially as to our Home 
Confumption ; but of this I fhall fay more 
in . my next.
